Flying Boat Named Buenos 
Aires After Final Test;

14-DAY TRIP I$ PLANNED 


New York, May 23 (By A. P.).— 
The big Savoia flying boat in which 
Bernardo Duggan, of the Argentine, 
and Capt. Eduardo Olivero and 
Ernesto Campanelli, of the Italian 
air service, will attempt to fly from 
New York to Buenos Aires, was 
given a 25-minute test flight today 
over New York harbor. 

After the flight her tanks were 
filled with 250 gallons of gasoline, 
and the aviators announced that 
everything was in readiness for 
hopping off on the 6,100-mile jour- 
ney tomorrow morning at 7 o’clock, 
with the first stop either Hampton 
Roads, Va., or Charleston, 8S.

BOOM FOR SOSNOWSKI 


Warsaw, Poland, May 23 
P.).—Marshal Pilsudski, who a 
little more than a week ago 
marched into Warsaw at the head 
of an army and succeeded in over- 
throwing the government of Presi- 
dent Wojciechowski, now is con- 
solidating his power by effective 
changes in the officers’ corps. Sig- 
nificant among these changes is 
the appointment of a new director 
of the officers’ academy, which 
distinguished itself in defending 
the government when Pilsudski 
started his movement. 

Pilsudski, who after much per- 
suasion definitely agreed to be a 
candidate for the presidency of the 
republic when the national assem- 
bly meets for the election, has is- 
sued an appeal to his soldiers in 
truly Napoleonic style. Address- 
ing them, ‘‘Soldiers!’’ he says: 

“Tl expect you to give the first 
example of patriotism; to cease all 
factional strife and unite in ‘ove 
for your country. If you can not 
love me you al] at least will have 
to respect me.’’. 

In some quarters efforts are be- 
ing made to have Pilsudski openly 
declare himself in favor of Gen. 


Sosnowski, commander of the Posen 
troops, who, while pro-Pilsudski, 
has powerful connections with the 
Posen conservatives, who are 
against the Pilsudski regime. 
Sosnowski’s duties at present are 
being performed by Gen. Hauser, 
since Sosnowski is suffering from 
a bullet wound received on May 132.

Limits cenit and Seizure 
Law in States, Opponents 
Point Out.

President Coolidge’s executive 
order authorizing the bestowal of 
Federal status upon State, county 
and municipal officers for the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law 
now is being made subject of sharp 
criticism by prohibition enforce- 
ment officers. The order weakens 
instead of strengthens enforcement, 
according to these officials, and if 
it is carried out it will in the future 
deprive the enforcement authorities 
of much of the power they now 
possess in working up big cases in 
the sevéral States. 

In all but 3 of the 48 States, it 
is pointed out, the State prohibition 
laws are more effective than the 
Federal prohibition law. The law 


of search and seizure, for example, 


is far more conducive to successful 
enforcement in nearly every State 
than is the Federal law. Con- 
sequently, whenever a State officer 
is clothed with Federal authority 
his power as an enforcement officer 
becomes automatically limited to 
such power as he possesses under 
the Federal law. He can not claim 
that in one case he is acting as a 
Federal officer and in another case 
he is acting as a State officer. No 
court in the country, it is declared, 
would for a moment tolerate such 
a proceeding and thus the State 
officer would be kept strictly within 
the confines of the Federal law in 
all his activities. 


Cases Would Be 


A survey of the big prohibition 
cases which have been successfully 
handled in the courts shows, it is 
explained, that a majority of these 
cases would have been thrown out 
of court before they were started 
had the State officers who obtained 
the initial evidence been given Fed- 
eral status as decreed by the execu- 
tive order. -In a recent case in the 
State of Washington, for instance, 
it is pointed out thatthe initial evi- 
dence leading to unearthing the gi- 
gantic violation of the prohibition 
law was obtained by State officers 
who searched a shack because they 
had reasonable suspicions against 
the owner. The State law on 
search and seizure permitted this. 
The Federal law would not have 
permitted the initial search, it is 
pointed out. Thus, if the State of- 
ficers had been clothed with Fed- 
era) authority the court could not 
have legally allowed the case to 
proceed.

'the pains caused persisted and the 
treatment relieved them only to a 
certain extent. If a helium mix- 
‘ture can be developed which will 
prevent the disease, a long stride 
forward will have been made in 
deep-sea diving where nonrigid 
suits are used.

MEMBERS WILL RESIST

Secretary of Corn Belt Com- 
mittee Wires to Accept 
No Compromise. 


(By Associated Press.) 


The battle over agricultural re- 
lief legislation will be shifted to the 


Senate this week with leaders of 
the farm groups there seeking to 
work out some measure in place of 
the corn belt bill which would have 
a chance of approval by the House. 

The migratory bird bill will have 
the right of way today, however, 
and it may be that the arnty air 
service bill will be called up ahead 
of the administration cooperative 
marketing bill, to which the corn 


belt bill now is attached as a rider. 
While Senate farm bloc leaders 
are seeking a way out of the diffi- 
culty caused by the House’s rejec- 
tion of the Haugen price stabiliza- 
tion bill, the House agriculture com- 
mittee will again gather around the 
board in an effort to find an ac- 
ceptable substitute relief measure. 
Farm relief bids fair to occupy 
much time in the Senate, but a ma- 
jority of the members are pledged 
to resist adjournment until such 
legislation has been acted upon. 
While the Senate is wrestling with 
this problem, the House during the 
week will consider a number of 
measures, including those increas- 
ing judges’ salaries, creating twelve 
new district judgeships and provid- 
ing funds for rivers and harbors. 


Approve French Debt. 


The House ways and means com- 
mittee expects to approve the 
French debt settlement either to- 
day or tomorrow and report it to 
the House during the week. Lead- 
ers plan to put it through in short 
order, but the measure will not 
have as smooth sailing in the Sen- 
ate, 

Besides the development in the 
farm relief situation and the deci- 
sion to press the French debt at this 
session, another complication which 
threatens to postpone adjournment 
of Congress until late next month 
has arisen. This is the determina- 
tion of Senate leaders to force the 
Lausanne treaty to a vote. 

Many leading Democrats are op- 
posing this treaty and have an- 


nounced that they are prepared for 


long debate. Friends of the treaty 


hope to avert that by calling for a 


test of strength at an early date. At 
this time it appears that if the 
treaty is forced to a vote it will be 
rejected. 


Hope for Defeat, 

Eau Claire, Wis., May 23.—Hope 
that all farm relief measures pend- 
ing in Congress would be defeated 
was expressed today by A. W. Rick- 
er, secretary of the corn belt 
committee, which sponsored the 


Haugen farm relief measure de- 
feated in the House Friday. He 
sent a telegram on behalf of the 
committee to Representative Gil- 
bert Haugen. “Accept no com- 
promise,’’ his telegram said. ‘‘Bet- 
ter to have no legislation than fake 
qeasures passed, when, as a matter 
of fact, nothing has been done and 
nothing intended. Better to allow 
two more years for organization of 
farmers followed by a concerted 
demand on Congress. 

‘‘Hope the Senate and House will 
now defeat all so-called farm relief 
legislation, including Secretary Jar- 
dine’s cooperative marketing bill. 
We have all the information from 
the Agricultural Department we de- 
sire and do not want to appropriate 
more public money for information 
which helps in no way to solve our 
problem.”’

New Jersey Senator Will Call Up Resolution for Thor- 
ough Investigation Into all Phases of Prohibi- 


tion Work 


This Week. 


(By Associated Press.) 

Denouncing as a ‘‘menace’”’ Presi- 
dent ‘Coolidge’s executive order au- 
thorizing enrollment of State and 
city officials as prohibition agents, 
Senator Edwards, Democrat, New 
Jersey, announced last night that 
he will calt up in the Senate this 
week his resolution demanding an 
investigation of prohibition enforce- 
ment ‘‘in all its phases.”’ 

In view of the President4& order 
and “the fact that early and favor- 
able action will be demanded by 
administration leaders ‘‘on the Goff 
bill” (the administration measure 
to tighten enforcement), Senator 
Edwards said he suspected that 
“something its ‘rotten in Denmark,’ 
and that something warrants a 
complete and thorough investiga- 
tion.’’ 

The senator described the execu- 
tive order and the Goff bill as 
“flagrant violations of our consti- 
tutional rights,’’ and declared that 
if either is put into operation 
“America will be metamorphosed 
into a slave market of 100,000,000 
souls completely subjected to the 
tyranny of an odious and hateful 
law which has already hopelessly 
disrupted our age-old scheme of 
general law enforcement, and is 
breeding a nation of hypocrites and 
both active and potential criminals.’’ 

“In an attempted justification of 
the President’s prohibition order,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
czar of Volsteadism, is reported 
to have publicly stated that it is 
too late to initiate an outcry about 
States’ rights; that the eighteenth 
amendment killed that ancient and 
honorable slogan. 

“Since when has the President or 
the Congress of the United States 


people to abrogate the bill of rights 
to requite a contemptible minority 
at the expense of a suffering ma- 
jority? Not since I have reached 
the age of reason. 


“Without the added menace of | 


the Coolidge order and the Goff 
monstrosity,’”’ he continued, ‘‘there 
are strong and valid reasons against 
excluding the fruits of unconstitu- 
tional searches and seizures and yet 
we have the sanctity of homes rio- 


lated and the persons of our cit!- 
zens unlawfully searched .in order 
that the Antisaloon league may 
fatten and flourish on their ill-got- 
ten power. 

“IT must lean on the State and 
communities to carry their burdens 
in the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law,’ says the naive Andrews. 
In other words the Stars and Stripes 
must be taken from the flag poles 
of the White House and Treasury 
and hoisted over city and county 
jails in order that America may be 
led back into the paths of moral sal- 
vation. Constables are to be hired 
at the remunerative salary of 2 
cents per week to neglect their 
State duties in order that a dry un- 
fortunate toting a hip pocket flask 
may reap his just rewards. 

“I can not bring myself to be- 
eve that President Coolidge en- 
joyed the slightest comprehension of 
what his ‘sneak and snoop’ order 
meant when he placed upon it his 
official stamp of approval. 

“At one stroke of the pen the 
President would add thousands upon 
thousands of prohibition agents to 
the Federal roll, all of whom would 
be paid by the assessment of local 
taxes, and then what becomes of Mr. 
Coolidge’s recent utterances against 
centralization of authority in Wash- 
ington? - But then, when he gave 
his no-further-centralization-of-Fed- 
eral-power-warning, he was speak- 
ing to a Southern constituency, who 
are the fathers of States’ rights. 
There was method in his madness, 
not to say good politics.

DRY ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 
CRITICISE EXECUTIVE ORDER

States which have thelr own dry 
laws. As for States where there is 
no enforcement act, the executive 


order will not apply, it is pointed 
out, for the reason that such States 
either have statutes prohibiting 
it or will speedily enact such 
statutes. California happens to 
be one State where the State 
law .on search and =~seizure is 
identical with the Federal law. Con- 
sequently, it is admitted, the ex- 
periment of giving Federal au- 
thority to California depyty sheriffs 
will not of itself weaken enforce- 
ment or complicate matters. But it 
is already conceded, in view of the 
avalanche of criticism from drys 
and wets alike, that the executive 
order has been a mistake and that 
steps will be taken to gradually 
have it fade out as a factor in pro- 
hibition enforcement. 


Andrews’ Idea. 


President Coolidge, it is said, did 
not give the matter much persona) 
consideration. The idea came to 
Brig. Gen. Andrews, in charge of 
prohibition enforcement, from a 
subordinate in California who com- 
plained that law violators jumped 
over State lines and could not be 
followed by State officers because 
they lacked the authority to cross 
the State borders. The idea of 
making these State officers Federal 
officers and thereby enabling them 
to ignore State lines occurred to 
the California official who brought 
it to Gen. Andrews. The latter 
thought well of it and it was sub- 
mitted to the President, who ap- 
proved of it in a routine way, it is 
explained, and issued the executive 
order as to suggested means to put 
the plan into operation. 

In view of the reception accorded 
the order, it is admittedly difficult 
for the President to withdraw it 
now. The most that can be done to 
remedy the mistake is being done, it 


is pointed out, by abandoning the, 


idea of recruiting some 10,000 
State officers in various States at, $1 
a year and confining the applica- 
tion of the order to a handful of 
deputy sheriffs in the single State 
ef California. 

The expressed opposition to the 
principle of ignoring State rights, 
involved in the order, has shown no 
sign of abating. It is regarded as 
significant that the most ardent dry 
senators, who have consistently 
supported every prohibition move 
of the administration, are either 
against the policy and willing to 
say 80, or are silent. 


Legislation Unlikely. 


One of the anticipated conse- 
quences of the executive order, it 
is pointed out, is the probable 
failure of the present Congress to 
enact any prohibition enforcement 
legislation. The board of temper- 
ance, prohibition and public morals 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
calls attention in its last statement 
to the danger of no such legislation. 

“It seems to us,” the statement 
says, ‘‘that the time has come for 
the overwhelming dry majority in 
Congress to inform the tail that it 
can not wag the dog. 

‘“‘We believe that the caneka and 
the majority of Congress would ap- 
prove action by the President which 
would keep this Congress in session 
until it had passed needed temper- 
ance legislation.”’ 

One of the reasons which has 
persuaded leaders at the Capitol to 
hesitate about pressing prohibition 
legislation is the realization that 
the modificationists have amassed 
sufficient strength and _ sufficient 
ammunition at the recent wet and 
dry hearings to precipitate a battle 
which would last for many days. 
The executive order, it is now said, 
would provide material for much 
more discussion than was hereto- 
fore reckoned with and the tend- 
ency is to let all prohibition legisla- 
tion slide at this session.

MUST.FIRST BE MADE 
MEMBERS OF ALLIANCE 


League of Women Voters to 
Combat Entry at Coming 
Session at Paris. 


Paris, May 23 (By A. P.).— 
The “hands across the sea” policy 
is actually bringing the National 
Woman’s Party of United States 
overseas to make its first formal 
appeargnce at any international 
gathering of women. This will be 
when the International Suffrage Al- 
liance opens its congress on May 30. 

“We think the women should put 
their hands across the sea, since 
men much too often put their fists 
across the sea,’’ Abby Scott Baker, 
national secretary of the American 
organization, declared today. ‘‘It is 
time women had a share in Iinter- 

nationalism.’’ 

Miss Baker, who arrived several 
days ago to prepare for the recep- 
tion of the American delegation of 
25, headed by Mrs. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont, of New York, president of 
the National Woman’s Party, said 
that the delegates would support 
those elements of the congress 
which stand for no privileges and 
no special advantages, but complete 
equality, including industrial, for 
women and men. 


Would End ‘Subjection.”’ 


“This has been our domestic 
policy,’ she added, “‘but we feel if 
there is going to be any internation- 
al movements the National Woman’s 
Party should try to protect the 
rights of women generally. Whether 
we want it so or not, the problems 
concerning us are more and more 
coming to be international, there- 
fore we need to enlarge our work 
by joining hands with the women 
of every other country in an en- 
deavor to end our world-wide sub- 
jection.’’ 

The League of Women Voters is 
the American member of the Inter- 
national Suffrage Alliance, but the 
alliance invited the National Wom- 
en’s party to send two ‘“‘fraternal’’ 
delegates, as well as the chiefs of 
the party, as friendly observers. The 
proposal for membership of the Na- 
tional Women’s party in the alliance 
will be one of the most interesting 
to come before the congress from 
the American viewpoint, as it is 
opposed by the League of Women 
Voters. 


Labor Issue Important. 


“It would mean _ sharing the 
twelve American delegates with us,”’ 
Miss Baker explained. ‘‘We easily 
comprehend why the League of 
Women Voters opposes our entry, 
but Wwe are not anxious. We will be 
glad to accept if admitted and will 
| continue our work the same as ever 

if otherwise.”’ 
. The labor question now looms as 
the most important before tlie con- 
gress, the British having proposed a 
resolution for industrial equality 
for men and women. 

“The National Women’s party is 
opposed to legislation tending to 
segregate women in industry, out of 
what. we believe is mistaken ten- 
derness for them,’’ declared Miss 
Baker. ‘‘Labor legislation, if and 
when passed, should be applied 
equally to all workers of any par- 
ticular trade, and to men and wom- 
en indiscriminately. We are: sup- 
porting the British resolution.” 

Women members of parliaments 
will form an influential group in 
the congress. There will be ‘two 
English parliament members—Lady 
Astor and Miss Wilkinson-——and five 
Dutch, two Swedish and a se 
garian. 


End of Gaameintion 
Fought by Japan 


Tokyo, May'23 (By A. P.).— 
Japan’s military authorities ,are 
strongly opposed to the suggestion 
put forward at Geneva by the 
American delegates on the prepara- 
tory disarmament commission for 
the abolition of military conscrip- 
tion, the Japanese press reports 
today. 

According to these accounts, high 
military officials contend that a 
volunteer army is more expensive 
than one raised by conscription. 
America, they say, being wealthy, 
can afford to employ the volunteer 
method, but Japan can not.

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THE COAL STRIKE IN BRITAIN. 


While the general strike in Britain is over, 
with -various repercussions and echoes, of 
which some are hopeful and others bode no 
good to the body politic, the coal miners’ 
strike or lockout—for it partakes of the nature 
of both—continues with no apparent signs of 
a settlement in the near future. The tie-up 
of the basic industry is now in its twenty- 
fourth day, and the situation thus created was 
well summed up by Winston Churchill, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, as ‘“‘not only grave, but 
grim.’’ Both the operators and the workers 
have rejected the peace proposals of the Bald- 
win administration. The operators insist on 
a 10 per cent wage reduction and an eight-

PAY DAY IN WASHINGTON, 


Memorial day falls on Sunday this year, and 
the holiday will be observed on Monday, when 
the executive departments will all be closed. 
But the employes are threatened with a holi- 
day famine, and unless an executive order is 
issued directing the disbursing officers to antici- 
pate pay day and to hand out salary checks or 
cash on Saturday next there will be gloom in 
many households. The small salaries paid to 
the great body of Federal employes rarely 
stretch beyond the family needs up to the last 
Saturday in any month. This is especially 
true where there are children requiring spring 
clothing and spring shoes. Therefore, when 
a holiday arrives just before pay day, few 
“dads’’ are prepared to stand the expense of 
a trip to the country for the little folks. 

Frequently in the past executive heads have 


- anticipated the financial straits of their clerks, 
-messengers and other employes, and have di- 


rected that the disbursements be made a day 
or two ahead of time. No pessible loss can 
accrue to the government if this precedent is 


followed on Saturday next, as the official month 


will actually end with the close of business on

any of the beneficiaries after the disbursing 
officers close their desks on May 29.

IS IT A LAW? 


In the 5 per cent advance freight rate hear- 
ings before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, Paul A. Walker, special counsel of the 
corporation commission of Oklohama, claimed 
that the commission could not increase freight 
rates asked for by the Western carriers, be- 
cause the Hoch-Smith joint resolution is a law 
directing the commission to “secure relief from 
high freight rates.’’ 

Is the Hoch-Smith resolution a law? 
wording shows plainly that it is a request and 
direction from Congress to the Interstate Com- 


-merce Commission to inquire into freight rates 
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to ascertain if it is not possible so to adjust 
them as applied to agricultural commodities, 
as to relieve the shippers of such commodities 
from discriminations. Furthermore the reso- 
lution directs the commission to adjust rates, if 
possible, with special consideration of values of 
agricultural commodities as compared with 
nonagricultural commodities. 

Is this joint resolution tantamount to an 
act of Congress? There is room for doubt. Ip 
the first place, Congress by law has given over 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
sole right to fix freight and passenger rates, 
under certain limitations. Can Congress take 
away the discretionary power of the commis- 
sion and compe! it to fix rates according to the 
ideas of Congress? Is the commission com- 
pelled to adjust the rates as Congress directs, 
even if the commission should find that the 
basis of rates as directed by Congress is un- 
just, unfair and not warranted by the facts?

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THE STORY OF HIGHWAYS. 
Federal aid to roads and highways was in- 
augurated in 1916. This was not, however, 
the first participation by the government in 
road building. As early as 1803 Congress 
planned the Cumberland pike running from 
Cumberland, Md., to Vandalia, Ill <A few 
years later it authorized the construction of 
the pike with Federal funds alone, at a cost 
_of about $8,000,000. 

Shortly after the pike was constructed it 
was turned over to the States, which in turn 
passed it on to toll companies. For half a 
century local control prevailed.

He contented himself 
by telling the miners that, as long as they 
maintain their present attitude, nothing would 
be gained by his meeting them, but that he is 
prepared to do so when informed that they 
are ready to make other suggestions more in 
accord with his requirements. On the other 
hand, he administered a sharp reproof to the 
operators, when he declared that their protest 
against alleged coercion showed but an in- 
adequate understanding either of the nature of 
his proposals or of the gravity of the national 
situation. 

In the meantime, the effects of the strike are 
beginning to make themselves seriously felt 
not only in the miners’ families but also in the 
carrying on of industrial processes and in 
transportation. Already, for lack of coal, some 
factories have had to reduce their output and, 
for the same reason, one or two of the railroad 
companies have been obliged to curtail their 
train service. Things will be worse in these 
respects, if the appeal of A. J. Cook, the 
miners’ secretary, to other trade unions to re- 
_fuse to move domestic coal or to unload for- 
eign fuel is hearkened to even to a limited ex- 
tent. There would then be ample justifica- 
tion for Chancellor Churcbill’s prediction that 
eight or ten weeks’ stoppage of coal mining 
would make a big mark in the livelihood of the 
whole people, while twelve or fourteen weeks’ 
cessation would mean a year and a half or two 
years of the hardest times for the country.

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ANOTHER LESSON. 


“The State of New York has expended up- 
ward of $600,000,000 in the cause of educa- 
tion during the past three years, and in the 
same period more than 50,000 of the boys and 
girls of the State under 21 years of age have 
been committed to prisons.’’ That statement 
was contained in a letter to The Post from 
Merrit Hale, of Chautauqua county, a few 
weeks ago. Mr. Hale, who has spent the 
greater part of his life in educational pursuits, 
is of the opinion that the entire educational 
plan of all the States falls short of perfection 
in that it stops at the wrong point. Mr. Hale 
believes that something more than ‘readin’, 
‘ritin’ and ’rithmetic’’ should be included in 
the curricula of the schools. He advocates the 
education of the youth in the direction of some 
trade or calling, according to the bent of the 
pupil, which would enable the boys and girls 
to start out.in the contest for a place in the 
world with the ability to make a living. 

? Last week one of the 50,000 referred to by 
Mr. Hale was arraigned before a judge in one 
of the criminal courts of the City of New York, 
charged with the commission of more than 60 
robberies. The boy, Stephen Shipsky, is only 

7 years old, and he admitted more than half 
the charges. Stephen is without doubt one 
of the boys “‘educated’’ by the State sufficiently 
to write his name and read the “Autobiography 
of the Bobbed-Haired Bandit.’’

country believe the yarn carried in its latest 
“handout.” which is identified by the cryptic 
“(P. N. 7342)."’ This is the munchausenistic 
yarn which the department’s mimeograph 
machine has just produced: ‘‘Among the new 
tracks recently discovered is one made by an 
animal with eight legs and sixteen toes.

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THIRD-CLASS POSTOFFICES. 


A bill has passed the House permitting the 
Postmaster General to rent quarters for postal 
purposes without formal contract in certain 
cases. The ‘‘certain cases’’ mean the approxi- 
mately 9,000 third-class postoffices where the 
compensation depends upon the volume of busi- 
ness done, and where some local business man 
or firm can furnish quarters and run the store 
in combination with his business. 

Hitherto it has been the practice of the Post- 
office Department to make informal leases of 
such places, saving the government many 
thousands of dollars. The comptroller general 
now says that after July 1 next, these informal 
leases can not be made under the law as it 
stands. If formal leases are to be made under 
this ruling, the government will be compelled 
to spend many thousands of dollars unneces- 
sarily. The bill which has been agreed to in 
the House permits the Postmaster General to 
make leases without formal contracts, when 
such a procedure will save the government 
money. 

At present the Postmaster General can lease 
a place informally in cases where the rent 
does not exceed $1,000. The proposed law per- 
mits the continuance of the present practice. 
It is estimated ‘that this will save the depart- 
ment approximately $500,000 each year.

FOREIGN AND HOME 
CONDITIONS BETTER; 
MARKET COMPOSED 


Britain’s Quick Recovery From 
Effects of the Strike 
Is Encouraging. 


RAIL EARNINGS LARGE; 
STEEL SHIPPING RAPID 


Both Producing and Refining 
Phases of Oil Industry Have 
Increased Trade. 


New York, May 23 (By A. P.).— 
Encouraged by a series of favorable 
foreign and domestic trade develop- 
ments, the business world last week 
viewed with more composure the 
mild relaxation which continued to 
take place in various industries. 
Steel, automobile and textile manu- 
facturing operations moved at a 


slower pace, but new business tend- 
ed to expand in volume, particu- 
larly in retail lines dependent upon 
seasonable weather. 

Great Britain’s apparently quick 
recovery from the general strike, 
the French government’s reassuring 
declaration of confidence in the po- 
sition of the country’s finances and 
its currency and the restoration of 
order in Poland all combined to 
give a more cheerful aspect to the 
foreign situation. This arrested to 
some extent. the flight of capital 
which was under way from the con- 
tinental countries to England and 
the United States and after a de- 
preciation which affected nearly all 
currencies but sterling. 

The best picture of the domestic 
situation was drawn from the re- 
ports made public by the railroads 
and the steel manufacturers. Rail- 
road earning statements indicated 
that April operations of the class 
1 carriers would compare favorably 
with the record showing of March, 
while the steady increase in car 
loadings in May gave further prom- 
ise of improvement. 

The head of the country’s larg- 
est steel company reported that 
basic industrial conditions were 
better than the average and prob- 
ably as good as they have ever 
been. His views were supported by 
other leading steel executives, some 
of whom expressed the opinion 
that the volume of business this 
year would exceed that of 1926. 
Others held that, with the country 
growing up to its large productive 
capacity, the prospects were good 
for greater stability of business. 


Steel Shipments Increase. 


So far this year new bookings 
in the steel industry have averaged 
slightly less than for the same 
period of last year, while shipments 
have been running at a much higher 
rate. The result has been.a steady 
decline in unfilled tonnage, which 
will probably bring standing orders 
of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration at the end of this month 
to the lowest level in several years. 
Because of the growing tendency 
to speed up shipments an@ make 
prompt deliveries, however, this de- 
velopment will lack its customary 
significance as a measure of busi- 
ness. Within the past month a 
moderate increase in new buying 
has .taken place, emphatically 
enough in some lines to arouse 
hopes of a definite upturn. 

The advancing season has fo- 
cused greater attention upon the 
betterment of the ofl industry. In- 
creased earnings for both produc- 
ing and refining companies have 
been made possible by a growth 
in consumption and higher prices 
for most products. Gasoline sales, 
according to trade estimates, have 
been pygeon about 20 per cent 
above a year ago, and on this in- 
creased vo e of business prices 
have averaged from one-half to 1 
cent a gallon higher. At the same 
time crude oil prices have held from 
30 cents to $1 a barrel higher than 
those of 1925.

On Part of Farmer Urged 


Railroads 


By 8. 8S. FONTAINE. 

New York, May 23.—Now that 
the President has signed the rail- 
way labor bill, which gives the rail- 
roads a little mofe latitude in work- 
ing out their problems with the 
personnel of their émployes and re- 
store these mutual relations to a 
“‘live-and-let-live’’ basis, the next 
step in the direction of lending a 
helping hand to the purveyors of 
one of our most important com- 
modities—transportation—is to give 
them a chance, too, to earn a living 
wage. You've got to feed a draft 
horse if you expect him to do a good 
day’s work, and you can’ starve your 
iron horse and expect him to func- 
tion. But that is just what the 
country has been trying to do for 
years, with the result that only the 
strong have prospered while the 
weak have fallen by the wayside or 
eked out a bare, insufficient exis- 
tence. 

os «8 . . 

But a community's pfomscvity de- 
pends to no small degree upon the 
efficiency of its lines of communi- 
cation and that of the farming com- 
munity depends very greatly not 
only upon good roads but upon 
good railroads. However, we hear 
that the principal opposition that 
the Northwest roads will encounter 
in their demand for higher rates 
will come from the farmer. In 
common justice and common sense 
he has no right to begrudge them 
a chance to make an honest living. 
He should make common cause with 
them for in the end he is one of 
their chief beneficiaries. And if he 
would revise the system of distri- 
bution of his products, he would 
soon find himself lined up with 
them. He should combine with his 
nétghbor to compel the mills and 
the grain speculators to assume the 
freight tariff problem. He should 
force them to accept his wheat f. 
o. b. old home town just as Henry 
Ford compels him to accept his 
fiivver. Pass the freight bill to the 
middleman and see that he does 
not take it out of the pay of the 
producer. If the farmer will help 
rather than hinder the railroad to 
get better price it will spend its 
money more liberally in his com- 
munity in wages, improved facili- 
ties and in taxes and pay him bet- 
ter in many ways and means in the 
long run. 

In view of the defeat of the 
Haugen bill and the uncertainty of 
the character of relief, if any, that 
Congress is planning for the farmer, 
everybody, even in Wall street, is | 
interested in the opinions of those 
who are closest to the subject and 
whose theories may some day work 
out in practice, and the problem 
of helping the farmer help himself, 
since he furnishes 60 per cent of 
the country’s purchasing power 


that propels the wheels of indus-} 
trial production, comes home to 
roost with all of us sooner or later. 
Speculators are watching attempts 
at its solution very closely and the 
market itself, with the exception of 
a few particular groups, is marking 
time until we know what the crops 
are going to be and what the farmer 
is going to get out of them.

“So if the price of anything is 
artificially fixed at any level the 
amount of such thing produced is 
bound to be lowered; under the 
price it must be raised and then the 
amount produced will be so great 
as to force the lowering of the price 
of same. That is common horse 
sense. But if the amount of any- 
thing produced is controlled the 
price can then be fixed at any level 
wanted by simply finding the .ap- 
proximate demand for such produce 
in question, and the demand for 
same will automatically set the price 
for it. Supply of anything should 
also be controlled and the machin- 
ery for supply of everything should 
be centralized, systematized, and 
should be put on a business like ef- 
ficient basis. There should be a 
middleman, as it were senseless to 
think that a man could run a farm 
and also peddle his produce from 
house to house. The producer 
should have a central point to take 
his products, and also the consumer 
should have a central place to where 
he may go to get all the things he 
needs, as it were silly to think that 
a judge can hold court and also go 
about among farmers to get the 
things he needs to live on. No one 
has time to do his alloted work and 
that of any other vocation.

“The distance between the amount 
or price which the producer gets 
and the amount or price which the 
consumer has to pay is too great, 
and I wish to sound a warning at 
this time, for the time seems pro- 
pitious, to warn the _ so-called 
middlemen that something must 
be done to lessen the great differ- 
ence between the amount received 
by the producer‘and the amount paid 
by the consumer, and it is better 
to have the middlemen adjust the 
difference than for the middlemen,

suffer. Logic must be applied to 
adjust the said difference and 
nothing else. Theory will not work 
in this case, and silly, insane, snap 
judgments, theories, ‘schemes,’ 
local remedies, &c., can not be 
applied as it is well known that 
they will not and can not work. 

It is 
known that something must be 
done. The thing to do is to work 
out a logical plan, try said plan 
and then keep the workable part 
and try again in case the first plan 
does not work, the main thing be- 
ing to do something about it.

“It is better that the middle- 
men try the first plan. We must 
have a go-between, between the 
producer and the consumer. I 
would have the government control 
the amount of each product, allot- 
ing to each producer an amount to 
produce each year and leaving the 
kind of thing: to be produced in 
the hands of the producer himself, 
but make him get permission to 
change the kind of products he 
wishes to produce and also make 
him get permission to raise or 
lower the amount of the product. 
Said permission should be vested 
in the government only. Proper 
safeguards, penalties, machinery,

America’s Dry Cargo 
Trade Best in 5 Years 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Notwithstanding that total ton- 
nage volume was less during 1925 
than in 1923 and 1924, American 
overseas dry cargo trade at the end 
of the five-year period closing De- 
cember 31, 1925, was more favor- 
able than at any other time during 
that period, the bureau of research 
of the Shipping Board announced 
yesterday. 

The overseas dry cargo trade be- 
ing generally regarded as the real 
measure of American activity in 
ocean commerce, the bureau point- 
ed out, the apparently unfavorable 
turn in the country’s ocean com- 
merce dwindles in importance when 
it is noted that American dry cargo 
trade in December, 1925, was ex- 
ceeded -only once during the five 
years, that being due to abnormal 
conditions in September, 1922, 
when unusually large coal ship- 
ments resulted from the coal strike.

‘BOND PRICES HOVERING 


AROUND HIGHEST LEVELS 


$100,000,000 in New Issues 


Pending; Big Refunding 
Operations Expected. 


MARKET INTEREST DULL 


New York, May 23 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press).— Outside profes- 
sional circles, activities in the bond 
market last week held little inter- 
est. Prices hovered just below the 
year’s high levels recently attained, 
with day-to-day fluctuations narrow 


and unimportant. 

While a steady flow of invest- 
ment funds into bond channels con- 
tinued,. it was evident that the pre- 
vailing ease of credit was not stim- 
ulating public participation to any 
extent, and that surplus money was 
not being widely utilized for the 
purchase of investment securities 
on a trading basis. The shortage 
of attractive yields at existing price 
levels was blamed for this in- 
activity, although signs of reviving 
interest were apparent late in the 
week. 

Investors in foreign obligations 
were puzzled by the latest turn of 
events abroad, but there were no in- 
dications of serious alarm despite 
the acute weakness of continental 
exchanges. French and Belgian 
bonds were put to a hard test by un- 
easiness over the collapse in these 
currencies to record low levels. 
Confidence was partially restored 
later when the French government 
declared there was no actual rea- 
son, aside from a general specula- 
tion, for the decline to account for 
the reaction in the franc and 
pledged its credit resources for its 
defense. Some difference of 
opinion arose in France over the 
measures to be adopted, but with 
support the exchange rallied brisk- 
ly and carried the bonds back to 
higher ground. 

Polish obligations sank to new 
low records as a result of the revo- 
lution in that country but later re- 
covered as the new government be- 
gan to restore order. 

The week in the field of new 
financing was notable chiefly for 
the importance of municipal offer- 
ings, which recently had become 
somewhat scarce. Bond issues of 
about $22,000,000 for the city or 
Detroit, $18,000,000 for Baltimore 
and $10,000,000 for Westchester 
county, New York, made up the 


bulk of the business which ag-: 


gregated more than $1056,000,000 
compared with about $90,000,000 
in the preceding week. 

New issues totaling almost 
$100,000,000 are known to be ripe 
for the market, with many refund- 
ing operations being considered be- 
cause of the present price level and 
the downward trend of coupon 
rates. More than a hundred out- 
standing issues are selling above 
their callable prices and many of 
these are likely to be replaced by 
lower interest-bearing securities. 

Among the groups of bonds on 
the stock exchange which improved 
their position during the week 
were the rail, oil, traction, steel and 
chemical issues, in which buying 
was influenced by developments of 
a constructive character. Slight re- 
cessions took place in a number of 
the textile, motor, rubber and sugar 
liens. 

On the last day of the week 
American bankers offered a $365,- 
000,000 6% per cent loan to Brazil 
simultaneously with the flotation of 
an equal amount of bonds in Lon- 
don and a prompt oversubscription 
was reported. One of the novel 
features of the issue, reflecting 
sterling’s recent return to parity, 
is the provision that. interest and 
principal on the dollar bonds will 
be payable, at the holder’s option, 
in British currency.
